The Assassin in Prison. 



Washington, July S The horri- 
ble reporl that the President bad been 
■hot and killed at the Baltimore and 

Pototnuo I tepofc, was spread o\cr (lie 

rii v about 9 : 30 o'oloci tbia morning. 
Tbe report was reooivsd at Brit bj 
everyone withaoryol nubelicf, but 
sunn after the annonnoement bud 
been made the agitation <>n the si rests 
leading from the depot, and the 
hurrying of carriages and mounted 
messengers in every direction filled 
the moat incredulous with alarm. 
People of all conditions rushed wildly 

in I in' lined inn of llie While House, 
;u\A in about one hour after Ibe shoot- 
ing l lie terrible Caot became generally 
known throughout tbe oil v. 

The President, accompanied by 
Secretary Blaine, left tbe White 

House a few minutes after 9 oYloek 

in the carriage of the former, driven 

by the same faithful Colored e aili 

man who has continuously had 
oh urge of the President's carriage 
since tbe inauguration of President 
Grant. Secretaries Lincoln:, Win- 
dom, ami limit, and Postmaster 
General .lames, accompanied by their 
wives, had preceded the President to 

the depot, and had taken seals in (he 
special ear that was going to lake Lite 
parly on their journey to New Y,u k 
.unl i he East. The Presidenl reached 

the Sixth street entrance to the ds 

pot about !• : 80. When the Carriage 

slopped i be I're idenl said to officer 

Ko.nnev. who stepped Forward lo 
open the Carriage door : '• How 

much time lia\e we, ollieer ?" t.o 

which Kearney replied : •* About 
id minutes, sir." The President 
ad in t he carriage [or s few 
minutes as if to finish s conversation 
with Socretary Blaino, when he alight- 
ed, and, followed hy the Secretary, 
proceeded lo llie l.iihe-, - enlraiu'e, llie 

Lwo gentlemen passing leisurely 
through the ladies' waiting-room arm 
in arm, the President being <>n the 
Icii ,,f Mr. Blaine. 

They had proceeded only s few 
feel into the general passenger room, 

when tWO pistol-shot! were tired in 
rapid succession from (lie rear and to 

i he right of Secretary Blaine. The 
first shot passed through the right 

coa' -sleeve of the President, inflicting 

no injury, but the second shot, en- 

icred his body above the third rib. 
When the President was struck he 

turned sharply to the right, but be- 
fore he could lake a step or make 

another motion he sank heavily to 
ii,,. floor, tbe blood spurting pro- 
fusely from a jagged wound caused

Calibre 48. Secretary P.laine turned 
toward tbS assassin, but discover

Secretaries Lincoln, Windom, and

■eated in the special car, repaired 

io tlm long platform, where they 

walked tip and down in front of 

the ear. awaiime, the President's 
arrival. While thus engaged, Ool. 
on, of the Postal Railwaj

master General and informed him 
that the Presidenl had been shot. n 

Statement which Mr. James and his 

oompsnions would not, believe until 

it bad beep repealed with intense 

earnestness by OoL Jameson, when 
they hurried out to the depot, and 
found the Presidenl prostrate and 
bleeding on the Boor. 

Afier remaining for about an 

hour jn the depol, il was decided 
In remove the President to the 

White House, riooordingly, a Polios 
ambulance was senl for and the 
wounded man, attended by Ool. 

Rockwell, was driven home. The 

events above were not generally 

known until some time after they 

had occiii red, 

Excepl the orderly orowd that 
bled In front of tbe White 

House and PoliOS Head .piarlers, 



there was nothing to indicate that a 

national tragedy had been enacted 
that would startle the whole civ- 
ilized world. The people lirsl became 

convinced that something had hap- 
pened out of the usual course h\ 

the rapid driving of a carriage 

thrOUgn Pennsylvania, avenue, elear- 
ing the way for the ambulance 

which followed, carefully driven 

and attended by a guurd of mount- 
ed Police. Prom mouth to mouth 

the intelligence spread, " The Preai 
dent, is assassinated ; was shot ;ii 
the depot, as be was going into the 

cars." There was no loud demon- 
strations, no disorderly language. 

The astonishment following the 
startling annonnoement deepened into 
unbelief, and the people seemed 

parali/.ed with the horror of the 

moment Still, the crowd fol- 
lowed the ambulance that, entered 
the broad carriageway leading to 



from the ambulance and carried to a 

sleeping-chamber in the south-east 
Corner of the building, and was soon 

surrounded by tbe most eminent 
physioans in Washington. Owing to 

the nervous prostration which follow- 
ed the shock, the surgeons did not. 
deem it advisable to probe for the 
ball while Ibe President, was at. the 

depot. LTpon reaching the White 

House, this nervous prostration seem- 
ed to pass away and the President as- 
sumed his usual composed manner. 
greeting members of the Cabinet, and 
other intimate friends who called 
with a warm ] of the hand 

and with cheerful words. Before 
leaving the depot, tbe President, mani- 
fested some anxiety about, the effect 

of tin- intelligence of his wound up- 
on Mrs. Garfield, and. turning to 
Col. Rockwell, dictated to him the 
following dispatch to be sent to 
Mrs Garfield at Lionsr Branch :

I be Executive Mansion. Policemen 
already guarded the gales and kept 
the crowd hack, hut through the 
fence and gateway the ambulance 
was seen to pause before the open 
door of the While House, while 
the large line form of the Preai 
dent was tenderly lifted from the 

vehicle, with the pallor of death 
stamped on bis oountsnanoe. Glanc- 
ing upward to the windows, he 
saw some familiar faces, and with 
a smile, which those who saw if, 
will never forget, he raised his right 
hand and e;avo the military Salute, 
which seemed lo say : " Long live 

the Republic."

A few moments afterward, car 

riages began to arrive, bringing the 
Presidents! parly from the special 
car, where they had been sea ted 
only a few momenta before in an- 
ticipation of a summer's pleasure 
tour.

loined by Mrs. Blaine and Mis. w. 

T. Sherman. Other friends of 

Mrs. Garfield Quickly arrived, but 

were denied admittance, and soon 
Ibe ponderous gates which led to 
the Kxeeulive Mansion were closed, 
and armed military sentinels silently 
took their places aboul the house 
and grounds. The tin,.]' 
ilert il from the garrison at llie are 
senal in order lo relieve I he regular 
Police, whose services were needed 
in the eil y, where the crowds were rap 

idly increasing in angry exoitement. 

There was only one conipanv of sol 
diers. but tbe glare of their bayonets

walked with measured tread the 
several paths lo which lliev were 
assigned, recalled the last hours of 
lenl LillOOln, when the same 
astonishment ami horror were re 
Heeled on tbe faces of crowd-; thai 
surged about the Executive Mansion.

The cheerful manner of the Presi- 
denl throughout the morning ami the 
early hours of tbe afternoon excited 
i be strongest hopes on the par) of his 
Surgeons and friends that the ball 
had not touched any vital part, and 
that when the wounded man had 

gained sufficient strength and' com- 
posure an effort might be made to 
Hud the ball. Dnvetioi s were giv- 
en that, I ho President should sec as 

few persons as possible, and thai 

be should be kept from eonversa- 
tion or making any particular sffoi'l 
whatever. Alier 'consultation, it 

was determined by the surgeons 

thai at 8 o'clock, if the condition 

i\( the President would permit, they 
would probe for the ball. When 
this hour arrived it was found 
i hat the President was not 
in condition to undergo the opera 
lion, and from this time he be 

gen to show symptoms that were re- 
garded as very unfavorable — internal 
hemorrhage having been distmctlv 
ailed. Prom this time onward 
the bulletins issued by the physi- 
cians furnished little bope that "the 
Presidenl Would recover, and in con- 
versation the members of the Cabinet 

and others expressed the greatest 

anxiety for the result. 

During the afternoon, although 
Buffering intensely from his wound, 
the Presidenl several times gave ex- 
hibition of his well-known good na- 
ture and genial disposition. At. one 
nine, w hue Secretary Blaine vv 

il his bedside, the Presidenl 

mm niug his head, said : " Blaine, 
what, motive do you think that man 

could have had in trying to assassinate 
me?" To which Mr. Blaine replied : 

" I do not know, Mr. President, lie 

says he had no motive. He must be 
insane." To ibis the Presidenl smil 
tugly answered : " 1 suppose lie 
thought if WOttld bo a glorious thing

was met and arrested by Officer Kear- 
ney. The officer met the prisoner on 

the steps and said to him : " 1 must 
arrest you," '• All right," said the 
assassin, " 1 did it and will go to 
jail for it. I am a Stalwart, and 
Arthur will lie President." Officer 
Kearney took his prisoner into tbe 
large waiiing room, where lie was 
joined by one of the railroad officers 
and escorted to Police Head-quarters. 
On the way he gave Kearney a card 
on which was written : '• Charles 
(Juitcau, of Illinois," that being the 
prisoner's name. Guiteau is describ 
ed on the books at Police II cad -quar- 
ters as follows: "Charles Guiteau, 
arrested at 9 £S, July %, 1881, for 
•hooting President Garfield ; aged 86; 
white ; born in the United States and 
a lawyer by profession ; weight, 130 

pounds; lias dark-brown, thin whisk- 
ers and siil low complexion ; dressed 
in dark suit with black slouch hat," 

Mrs. Sarali V. White, tbe lady in 
charge of the waiting room at the 
depot, was the person who first reach- 
ed Hie Presidenl after he was shot. 

She thus describes die ■hooting, and 

the arrest of Guiteau: "I saw tbe 

whole thing. The man cume in from 
the doer, entering the ladies' room 
from the main waiting-room, just as 

the President entered the middle 

door from B-street. When be had 
approached within live feet of the 
Presidenl he tired, aiming, 1 thought 
at llie President's heart, and missel 
him. The President did not seem to 
notice him, but walked right on past 
the man. He. bred again and the 
President fell. He fell right at tbe 

turn at the second row of SSSt 
was the first lo reach him, and lifted 
up his bead. The janitor rushed in 

and called the Police. 1 held him 
until some men came and lifted him 
up. He did tint speak to me or any- 
one until a young man, who, 1 think. 
was his son, came. After, lie had 
vomited I Hunk he said something to 
him. When he was lifted upon the 

mattress he spoke or greened. The 
man who shot him said nothing ; no 



words at all passed between them. 
The man walked deliberately out of 
tbe centre door, where somehodv 
headed him off. lie turned and 
started back the way he came and 
was seized at the door by the Police. 
I have seen the man once or t w ice 
before. One time in particular 1 
noticed him, a few days ago. He 
promenaded up and down just as he 
did to-day, wiping bis face and ap 
parently excited. I thought he was 
waiting forsome friends. This morn 
in?; he wailed hero half an hour walk- 
ing up and down. There wen 
people in the room when the shot 
was fired. All the passengers bad 
gone out. I think there was a gen- 
tleman standing near the door. 

The following letter was taken from 
the prisoner's pocket at Police Bead- 
iptarlers. showing conclusivelv his 
intention to kill the President. 

_ Jcl* a, i88i. 

To the White Sham; 

The President '« tragic death wan a »ad 
MoeeaKy, bat it «iil unite the &epabltoen Pnrty 
and save the Bamboo. Life is a tlimsy dreani, 
andlt matter* little when one goes. A human 
life i* of Nnmll value. Daring the war thousand* 
of brave hoys went down wit houl ateir. t pro 
snme the Pr.wident was a Christian and that he 
will be happier in Paradise than here. Ii 
no worse for Mrs. Garfield, dear soul, to part 
with her husband this way than hy a natural 
death. Ho in liable to jto at anv tune any h.iv. 
1 had no ill-will towards the President'. His 
death was a political necessity. I am a lawyer. 
a theologian, and a politician." I am a Stalwart 
of the Stalwarts. 1 was with Gen. Grant and 
the rest ef our men in New York during the oan- 
vasa. I have some papers for the press, which 
I shall leave with liyron Andrewajuul his , 
nalistsat No. 1,420 New York Avenue, where the 
reporters can sec them. I am going to the jail. 
Ch*ki,k8 Guiteau. 

Mr. Andrews, to whom allusion is 
made in the foregoing letter, is the 
Washington correspondent, of the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean. I'pon learning 
of theaboOting and the allusion made 

to bias iu the prisoner's papers. Mr. 
Andrews repaired to Police Head- 
ipiartcrs and made a sworn statement 
to the efTed, that; he never heard of 
nor met Huitean until he saw him 
under arrest to-day. The prisoner's 
statement, addressed to Mr. An 
drews, was retained by Hie Police 
authorities, and is a bulky pack- 
age of manuscript written in heavy, 
coarse hand, apparently covering 10 
or 30 pages of letter paper. Among 
the papers eras tbe following letter to 
Gen. Sherman : 

To <}en. Sherman : 

I have just shot the President. I shot him 
seyeral times as 1 wished him to bo as eaaH 
possible. His death was a political necessity 
I am a lawyer, a theologian, and politician. I 
am a Stalwart of the Stalwarts. I was with Qea 
Grant and the rest of our men in New-York 
during the canvasa. I am going to jail. Please 
order out your troops and take possession of 
the jail at once.

The following address was upon the 
letter : " Please deliver at, once to 
Gren. Sherman or his first assistant 
in charge of the War Department." 

The Polios authorities declined to 
make public the statements prepared 
by (iuileau. District. Attorney Cork- 
hill, who lias them in bis possession, 
produced them at the While House 
this afternoon, wlieio they were rend 
to members of the Cabinet. In addi- 
tion to those above referred to there is 
letter addressed to Vice-President 
Arthur, in which Guiteau informs 
him of the assassination of President 
Garfield and that he (Arthur) was hy 
thhuttt made President of the United 
Stales. Guiteau Mien proceeds to advise 
tbe Vice-President as to llie selec- 
tion of his Cabinet, and recommends 
Mr. Oonlsbnrg for Secretary of tin- 
State ; Levi P. Morton for Secretary 

of I he Treasury ; Kmory A. Storrs, 

of Chicago, for attorney-General, 

and Johli A. LlOgan for Secretary of 

War. He f Other says in this fetter 
that Postniaster-licneral James is do- 
ing so well in the Post ('dice Depart- 
ment that lie might be retained ; 
that the Departments of the Navy 
and Interior are noi of ranch account, 
and it does not, make much difference 

whether any change is made in them 
or not. 

Of all the Cabinet, Secretary Blaine 

was, to all outward appearances, the 

most distressed. He was very pale, 
and evidently was making a strong 
effort to keep u]i his strength. When 
Mrs. Garfield alighted from her car- 
riage, weeping, and followed by her 

daughter, Mr. Blaine broke com- 
pletely down and wept for several 
minutes. 

Mrs. Garfield was escorted by bet- 
son dames up the stairs, the boy. a 
lad of 15, holding her tightly by the 
waist and constantly whispering words 
of comfort in her ear. i'pon enler- 

ingtbe apartment over which the 

shadow o) death was beginning to 
hover, all present, silently retired, and 
the dying President and his vvife were 
left alone. Thi8 \v;is at. preoiwdv 
0:50. They remained together for 
15 minutes. At llie end of that time 
the Doctor were again admitted to 
the room. They found the President 
perfectly conscious, bul much weaker, 
his pulse being Ml!. " There 
bom for him, said IV. Bliss : "he 
will not probably live three hours, 
and may die in half tin hour. The 
bullet, has pierced the liver, and it is 
a fatal wound."

Telegrams from all parts of the 
country and Europe have been re- 
ceived at, the White Douse. 

The room to which lien. Garfield 
was taken is on the south-eastern 
corner of the mansion. The one oc- 
cupied by him when Mrs. Garfield is 
in the city adjoinS this apartment. 
Besides the half-dozen attending phy- 
sicians and three or four attendants, 

there was an avenge of five or six- 
other persons m the room during the 
entire day. The library, the Cabinet 
room, and 



the private secretaries' 
rooms wore rilled with officers during 
the afternoon and evening. The cor- 
respondents of the press were given 
everj facility to observe ihe progress 
of events by Private Secretary Brown. 

On the Sd and 4th of Jnly gloomy 

reports were received concerning the 

President's condition, but (he reports 

of the 5th and 8th were more favora- 
ble, and there is now some hops of 
the President's ultimate reoovery. 

The anxiety of the .first two or three 
days is somewhat lessened, though 
the outlook is still very grave.
